You Auto Know

That if the car stops deed In 
the road the first thing to do  
after looking to see If there Is a 
sufficient quantity of gas, oil and 
water Is to crank the engine, 
taking care that the gears are la 
neutral. If the engine turns over 
hard, this Indicates trouble with 
either the lubricating or cooling 
system. If it turns over fairly 
easily, it is not necessary to 
search for troubles along either 
of these lines.

T^he next point to be taken Into 
consideration is that of compres­ 
sion. This can be determined by 
opening the petcocks on all the 
cylinders save one and turning 
the crank two revolutions, not­ 
ing if there is a resistance dur­ 
ing one-fourth of the revolution 
in the two complete turns. 
Bach cylinder should be tested 
in thl» manner and, If one is 
very weak, the trouble will gen- 
erajly be found in the exhaust 
va(ye, or In the Inlet valve. The 
vacuum system leading from the 
gasoline tank should next come 
under suspicion and finally the 
'ignition system and the spark 
plugs should be examined, re­ 
membering that, after all, the 
trouble may lie In such a "trifle" 
as a loose or wet wire or a speck 
of dirt in the carburetor.

WHY BATTERY BECOMES WEAK

Drop In. Voltage Occur* When Plate* 
Have Absorbed Solution, Re- 

. tardlng Acid.

The. drop In voltage or thf dis­ 
charged condition of a storage battery 
occurs when plates within the battery 
have absorbed the acid in the battery 
solution. When a battery Is discharg­ 
ing this acid goes 'into the .plates and 
forms a compound of acid and lead, 
called lead sulphate. It Is when this 
sulphate nils up the pores of the 
plates, retarding the acid In Its circu­ 
lation into the plates that the battery 
becomes weak.

Finger Extension

Where the flugers cannot reach, 
tool with jaw clamps will. This Is a 
pencil-shaped instrument with a rod 
running through it holding four jaws 
at one end. At the other end a spring 
Is compressed, which forces out the 
jaws. When the jaws are placed over 
the Inaccessible nut or bolt the spring 
Is released and the jaws take a firm 
hold.

Taxpayer Attacks
Wright Act In Suit

The first legal action against thej 
constitutionality of the Wright pro­ 
hibition enforcement bill, passed by 
the voters of the,- state at the last 
election, was filed last Friday in the 
Superior court of San Francisco by 
Lawrence P. Keane, a taxpayer. He 
asked that the police commission be 
enjoined from appointing patrolmen 
to enforce the act on the grounds 
that it is invalid.

The appointment of twenty-five 
patrolmen at a salary of $170 a 
month each has bsen proposed for 
the enforcement of an invalid 
measure, according to the com­ 
plaint.
